A Chicago Madman’s Deadly 
Shotgun, 


The Father and Mother of His Wife 
Riddled With Bullets. 


His Wife Shot, but Escapes His Fury 
Almost by a Miracle. 


The Maniac Captured After Receiving a 
Bullet from a Policeman's Pistol— 
An Excited Crowd Attempts 
a Lynching.

CaicaGo,@ Nov. 20.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The criminal annals of 
this city record no more horrible crime 
nor one accompanied by more sensa- 
tional details than that which brought 
death into a-home this morning. Her- 
man Siegler, a German, living with his 
wife and three children at the residence 
of his wife's parents, Henry and Caro- 
line Silas, No. 7283 North Paulina 
street, shot his father-in-law and mother- 
in-law, instantly killing each. The 
next victim was his wife, but she was 
only slightly wounded. Before the 
police were able to disarm and arrest 
him, h@was wounded in the right side 
by a bullet from a policeman’s revolver, 
and was removed to the county hos- 
pital. 

This morning Siegler told-his wife 
that he intended going hunting, and 
went to his brother’s residence to bor- 
row a gun, which he secured, together 
with fifteen cartridges, and returned to 
his own residence. He first placed the 
gun in a small closet in the kitchen, but 
removed it almost immediately and 
went into the parlor with the weapon. 
The weapon terrified Siegler’s little son 
and his screams brought Mrs. Silas, 
and as slie entered the room Siegler at- 
tempted to elevate the gun as though 
toshoot her. Sherushed up to him, 
threw her arms about his neck and 
tried to take the gun from him. 

“Keep away! God is with mé!” 
shouted Siegler, as he pushed the aged 
woman violently aside. Then, pointing 
the gun against her left breast, he fired 
and she sank to the floor dead. 

Mrs. Siegler, hearing the shot, ran 
out, calling for assistance and taking 
the children with her as she passed 
through the hall. Putting them in the 
care of friends, she returned to the 
house, and as she entered her husband 
fired again. Some bullets struck her— 
one entered her right ear, another her 
left arm and another her right breast, 
None of the wounds are fatal. 

The commotion aroused Mr. Sllas, 
and as he descended the stairs Siegler 
met him, and raising the gun, which he 
had reloaded, fired. Silas raised his 
arm to protect his face, and it received 
the full charge. The flesh was torn 
from the bone, and a number of shot 
entered his right side. It is believed 
Siegler discharged the other barrel of 
the weapon in his father-in-law’s face, 
asa portion of the latter’s neck and right 
cheek were torn away. 

The shooting eccurred while a large 
congregation was leaving a church close 
by, and soon a large crowd surrounded 
the house and a call was sent for the 
police. Officers soon arrived and en- 
tered the front door of the house, find- 
ing the dead body of Mr. Silas. Siegler 
was standing inthe dining-room, and 
as he saw the officers he raised the gun, 
but did not fire, for they hurriedly 
backed out. Siegler followed closely, 
and when he reached the door threw it 
wide open. The people who were col- 
lected fellback. Ofhcer Simonson drew 
a revolver and ordered Siegler to sur- 
render. The reply was a shot from the 
gun, which fortunately went high, in- 
juring no one. Simonson returned the 
fire and Siegler staggered back with a 
bullet in his right side. Other officers 
arrived by this time and an advance 
was made on the house. They tried to 
force open the door, which Siegler 
locked when he staggered batk, ‘and 
were greeted with a discharge from the 
gun. Officer Donahue received a slight 
wound in the face. 

All was then quiet fora few moments, 
} when Siegler opened the door and came 

out, still holding the gun, and started 
up Paulina street, apparently ina dazed 
condition. Officers immediately seized 
him and had difficulty in placing him in 
the patrol wagon near by, as the crowd 
was thoroughly infuriated, and one man 
made a vicious attempt to strike the 
prisoner. Threats of violence were 
heard on every hand, and a number of 
revolvers were drawn by citizens. whose 
actions indicated that they were 
anxious to punish the murderer without 
awaiting the course of the law. Re- 
peatedly Siegler was struck. but at last 
he was placed in the wagon and the 
horses whipped into a gallop. 

He was driven to the West Chicago 
avenue station and was at once taken 
into Capt. Ripley’s private office. 
There he made a statement which was 
brief. incoherent and indicative of in- 
sanity. He said: ‘This morning I 
went to my brother’§ house to geta gun, 
as 1 was told by our Lord to go and get 
it. The Lord said to me, ‘T oday is the 
day of judgment, and you have got to 
be there.’ I brought the gun home, 
and my mother-in- -law, who is a witch, 
said to me, ‘You have got to die,’ and I 
said ‘I'll not go where you want to 
send me.’ Ishot her, and the old man 
came down stairs and I was confused. 
I tired atthe old man and then went 
out on the steps and the patrol wagon 
cameup. Then I wags confused alto- 
géther. I had been sick and have had 


trouble.’ 

Siegler’s wound did not seem to pain 
him, but it bled profusely, and it was 
thought best to send him to ‘the county 


hospital, where the doctors announced | 


his wound not fatal. The tragedy took 
place while services were being held in 
the adjoining church, and thie shots cre- 
ated such excitement that it seemed as 
though, for a moment. there would be a 
frigutful panic among the congregation. 
This evening Siegler again talked of 
the shooting, saying: ‘*Why did 1 kill 
them’ Why, because I was told to do 
The message came from above, and

A Good Showing of Exports of Prod- 
ucts of the Farm. 


Rain-making Experiments so Far 
Not a Success, 


The Secretary Thinks @his Country tin 
Time Will Produce All Ite Sugar— 
American Hogs and Cattle 
in Europe. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasutneton, Nov. 20.—[Bv the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The annual report of 
the Secretary of Agriculture begins 
with a comparison of the export trade 
of the past fiscal year with former years, 
and emphasizes the fact that of more 
than €1,000,000,000 representing 
exports of domestic products during 
the past year, nearly SO per cent. con- 
sisted of agricultural products, thus not 
only making the United States the cnued- 
itor of the world for a sum exceeding 
$200,000,000—the excess of our ex- 
ports over imports—but relieving the 
home markets from a surplus product 
which would otherwise reduce prices 
to a point below the cost of production. 
In regard to imports, the Secretary finds 
encouragement for the farmers in the 
fact that while in the fiscal year ended in 
1889, 54 percent. of imports competed 
with American agriculture, only 44 per 
cent. of imports for the past fiscal year 
did so compete. He, nevertheless, re- 
gards the imports competing with the 
products of our own soil as still far too 
great. Since the last report prohibi- 
tions against American pork products 
have been withdrawn in all countries 
where they existed, and 40,000,000 
pounds of inspected pork, which, with- 
out inspection, could not have found a 
market abroad, wasexported. Hecom- 
pares the prices for September, 15¥2, 
with those of September, 1890,: the 
year before pork inspection was 
adopted, and shows an increase of 8&0 
cents per hundred pounds in favor of 
this year, an average of $2 0n every 
hog. 

Referring tothe proclamation declar- 
ing the country free from pleuro-pneu- 
monia, he emphasizes the precautions 
taken before the proclamation was is- 
sued and the thoroughly satisfactory 
grounds existing for the declaration of 
our immunity for the control and pre 
vention of Texas fever. 
witt**the declaration that they have 
saved three times as much money to 
the cattle-growers yearly as was re- 


quired to run the ere 
He says: 


The inspection laws restored the confi- 
dence of foreigners in the healthfulness 
of our cattle. Live-cattle exports in 155% 
amounted to 205,000 head, whereas in 
1802 we exported 504,000, at an inerease 
in value averaging $8 per head. 

The Secretary says of the work of his 
Indian corn agents in Germany, that 
one result is the maintenance of the 
price of corn in the face of largely in- 
creased exports, conditions which 
heretofore have always accompanied 
great depreciation in prices.. Secre- 
tary Rusk says: 

One of the least gratifying features 6f 
our agricultural industry during the past 
vear has been a marked reduction in the 
cotton area throughoutthe cotton States. 
In connection with this subject attention is 
called to the great increase which has 
taken place in late years in our imports of 
raw cotton, imports whieh but a few years 
ago were hardly known, With a view to 
checking imports of foreign cottons, es- 
pecially Egyptian, the department has 
taken measures to undertake. with the co. 
operation of some experiment stations in 
the cotton States, experiments witha view 
to producing cotton of home growth which 


shailserve as an efficient substitute for 
Egyptian. Itrustinthis we may be suc- 
cessful before the import of cotton trade 


increases to such anextent as serjously to 
affect our own cotton-growers. 

With reference to our cereals, he at- 
tributes the excessive anticipations 
formeé regarding the price for wheat 
throughout the crop year of 1891 to 
failure to appreciate the changed con- 
ditions now surrounding the production 
and marketing of the world’s. wheat 
crop. Hence the American farmer 
must reduce the wheat acreage and so 
bring productions down. Of barley he 
Says: 

The domestic market, which has hereto- 
fore absorbed 19,000,000 bushels of for- 
eign barley, is now reserved for domestic 
product, and our acreage and prodvction 
has increased and been disposed of at good 
prices. 

The experience of the department in 
the domestic sugar industry for the 
past year confirms his former reports 
and shows that domestic sugar can ,be 
produced with profitto the grower of 
the crop and to the manufacturer, pro- 
vided the conditions of culture and 
manufacture insisted upon by the de- 
partment are secured.

HAWALUAN ANNEXATION, 


How the Scheme is Regarded at the 
Islands. 


Some Members of Parliament Favor the 
Pian, While Others Oppose It—The 
(Jueen Not Specially Pavora- 
ble to the English.

Saw Francisco, Nov. 20.—{By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Examiner will 
tomorrow publish a three-page article 
by its correspondent, T. T. Williams, 
the well-known newspaper writer, on 
the subiect of the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands by the United States. 
The article says that it has been under- 
stood that the State Department at 
Washington has been for some time 
considering the question of annexation, 
and considerable correspondence on 
that subject has passed with the 
dmiral Brown also 
to look into the 


the Examiner, five weeks 
there investigating the subject. Out of 
forty-two members of the Hawaiian 
Parliament he obtained signed articles 
on the subject from forty-one. Ten of 
these regard annexation as possible 
and desirable in case the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment is disrupted. The thirty-one 
who are opposed to annexation, are na- 
tives, who are in favor of the autonomy 
of the Hawaiian kingdom; Americans 
who object to a territorial form of gov- 
ernment for the islands, and sugar- 
planters who conduct their business 
with contract Japanese labor. If 
Hawaii were annexed this last class 
could not hire cheap contract labor, 
and their interests would suffer. 

The article says that American inter- 
ests in Hawaii represent a capital of 
about 110,000,000, while British in- 
terests are small. Americans conduct 
almost all of the business and English 
interests are not likely to be increased. 
It was stated that the Queen had En- 
glish preferences rather than Ameri- 
can, but this is not so. This impression 
was circulated by those: who owned 
land near the United Statescoaling sta- 
tion at Pearl Harbor and those inter- 
ested in the Hawaiian cable to the 


‘United States for the purpose of mak- 


ing this Government step in and annex 
the islands. 

Mr. Williams says the present govern- 
mentof the islands is stable and the 
newly-elected Cabinet will probably 
continue in office for some time. 


THE HOLMES COMET. 


Astronomer Boss Says It is Going Away 
from the Earth. 

Aupany (N. Y.,) Nov. 20.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Calculations made 
at the Dudley observatory by Prof. 
Lewis Boss indicate clearly that the 
Holmes comet is not.identical with the 
comet of Biela, and it will not come near 
theearth. A week ago the comet had al- 
mostexactly the position which Biela’s 
comet would have had if it had been 
seen coming on its accustomed track. 
The Holmes comet also appeared to be 
moving across the face of the sky in 
nearly the same direction that Biela’s 
comet would move had it returned to 
view atthe time. But with the lapse 
of time and exact observations the mo- 
tion of the Helmes comet appears to be 
inconsistent with the idea that it is 
identical with Biela's comet. The dif- 
ference in motion is not great, but it 
is enough. 

Prof. Boss states that on account of 
the very slow apparent motion of the 
comet itis impossible to obtain very 
exact mathematical results from the 
observations thus farmade. The slight- 
est deviation in the accuracy of the 
observation changes the position of the 
comet in space by enormous intervals. 
Weeks must elapse before thoroughly 
reliable results can be obtained. It ap- 
pears almost certain that the distance 
of the Hélmes comet from the earth is 
increasing, rather than diminishing. 
Why it was not discovered weeks 
er months ago is a my stery, 
for it should have been brighter in Oc- 
tober than now. The ascertained facts 
in regard to the comet will cause a col- 
lapse in public interest in the matter. 
But to astronomers it will continue to 
be of great interest, since it presents 
problems of much interest both from a 
mathematical anda physical point of 
View,

DECEMBER WEATHER. 


Data From the Official Files for Four- 
teen Years Past. 

The chief of the Weathee Bureau fur- 
nishes for publication the following 
data, compiled from the record of ob- 
servations for the month of December, 
taken at this station for a period of 
fourteen years. 

It is believed that the facts thus set 
forth will prove of interest to the pub- 
lic, as well as the special student, 
showing as they do the average and ex- 
treme conditions of the more important 
meteorological elements and the range 
within which such variations may be 
expected to keep during any corres- 
ponding month. 

Temperature—Mean or normal tem- 
perature, 56°; the warmest December 
‘was that of 1890, with an average of 
61°; the coldest December was that of 
1879, with an average of 52°; the 
highest temperature during any Decem- 
ber was 88° on December 3, 1878; the 
lowest temperature during any Decem- 
ber was 830° on December 14, 1878, 
and December 25, 1879. 

Precipitation (rain)—Average for the 
month, 4.483 inches; average number 
of days with .01 ot an inch or more, 7; 
the greatest monthly precipitatiou was 
15.80 inches, in 1889; the least 
monthly precipitation was .08 inches, 
in 1882; the greatest amount of pre- 
cipitation recorded in any twenty-four 
consecutive hours was 4.30 inches, on 
December 11-12, 1889. 

Clouds and weather—Average num- 


> ber of clear days, 17; average number 


of partly cloudy days, 9; average num- 
ber of cloudy days, 5. 

Wind—The prevailing winds have 
been from the northeast. The highest 
velocity of the wind during any Decem- 
ber was thirty-seven miles on December

METEORS AND THE COMET. 


Dr. Channing Discovers a Slight Disturb- 
ance Among the Stars. 

A large number of meteors, mostly small, 
radiating from a point near the zenith, 
were noticed and watched in Pasadena on 
Friday evening, the 18th. This radiating 
point differs from that of the ‘‘November 
meteors!’ which ought to have put in an ap- 
pearance onthe 13th, but it corresponds 
with the point of the heavens (constellation 
Andromeda) where Biela’s comet, with its 
attendant train of meteors, is reported due. 
at its nearest approach tothe earth, about 
the 28th of this month. Acomet, supposed 
to be Biela’s, is now under observation at 
the observatories, and may be a promi- 
nent object in the evening sky within a few 
days. But Biela’s comet broke in two at 
the time of its periodic return in 1846, and 
reappeared as twins at its visitation in 
1852. Since thenit has, never been seen 
bodily, unless the present approaching 
comet should prove to be the missing visitor, 
The stcangest part of the story however, re- 
mains to be told. In November. 1872, and 
again in November, 1886, as the carth was 
passing close to the old path of Biela, a 
shower of meteors occufred, which were 
believed to be fragments of one. if not 
both, of the severed halves of tne comet. 

This suggests at once the question 
whether the shower of last evening (which, 
though not conspicuous, was technically a 
“shower,’’) May not be the forerunner of 
showers every evening until the 27th or 
28th. when the orbits of the earth and the 
comet approach sonearly. Inother words, 
was the shower 2i last evening due to the 
earth's entrance into the zone of what are 
called young the “Bielid swarm" of me- 
teors? A single observation ofia body of 
meteors, having a common radiating point, 
is wholly insufficient to furnish an answer 
to this question. The probabilities are 
against such an.extension of the meteoric 
belt. 
was about sixteen millions of miles from 
*#the supposed crossing of Biela’s orbit, 
which may be considered as the middle of 
the _meteoric belt. Also, the Bielid me- 
teors are looked for after rather than be- 
fore the 28th. Still, the occurrence of this 

unexpected shower will make it worth 
“while to watch for meteors during the next 
few evenings. 

A magnificent meteor, leaving a long 
train, was also seen Friday evening at 
about 7:20 o'clock, but its course was from’ 
north to south, wholly distinct from that of 
the meteors constituting the shower.

Wants an Aggressive Policy. 

It is a relief to know that there is at 
least one Democratic paper in the coun- 
try which is undismayed by the too- 
ready acquiescence of the Republicans 
in the new policy outlined for the Gov- 
ernment. The San Francisco Examiner 


thinks that the demand which is going 


up for an extra session of Congress im- 
mediately after the inauguration of 
President Cleveland is a most encourag- 
ing indication of the party's spirit. 
Nothing could be more judicious, the 
Examiner holds, in the view of all who 
comprehend the value of aggression at 
the right juncture; and it adds: ‘‘No 
doubt there are multitudes of those 
timid souls who only see wisdom in 
temporizing, but the Democratic masses 
are evidently anxious to have the Dem- 
ocratic administration commence its 
career by carrying into effect the prom- 
ises of the campaign. They are more 
than willing that the party should 
stand or fall by the results of his policy 
when the same shall be embodied in the 
law.”’ 


Now that sort of talk suits us to a T>- 


Itis at least courageous and manly. 
The country has called for a change of 
tariff policy—the country is willing to 
abide the result of a radical free-trade 
experiment—and the country ought to 
have it, and have it as speedily as possi- 
ble. If the Democrats, from a lack of 
confidence in their own theories and a 
general sense of timidity, attempt to 
juggle the country out of what they 
have promised, the Democrats will 
simply make themselves contemptible. 
lt is altogether proper, and just, and 
honest that the party should keep good 
faith with the public, and stand or fall 
with itsdoctrine. That is what the de- 
feated Republicans are willing to accede 
to, and, in the name of all that is rea- 
sonable, they could not be expected to 
do anvthing else. 


Does anybody expect the Republican 
party to clamor against majority rule, 
and turn itself into a revolutionary or- 
ganization’? Not «much! @n the con- 
trary, it ‘‘bows submissively to the will 
of the people,’’ to use the cant of the 
day, as that will was expressed at the 
polls, and merely asks that Democracy 
keep its word and put its doctrines to 
the test. 


The Examiner gets down to specifica- 
tions in the right way, also, and there 
can be no quarrel between us on this 
programme: 


There is much radical work of tariff 
reduction that the Democratic Congress 
should perform atthe earliest possible 
moment. There need be no difficulty 
about arriving ata rule that would be 
at once just, practicable, efficient and 
popular. Wherever it is found that a 
trust monopolizes the production of an 
article the duty should either be taken 
off that article altogether or so reduced 
as to insure foreign competition. 

That would smash the trusts, and if 
there is anybody in these United States 
who does not. want to see the trusts 
smashed he does not belong in the Dem- 
ocratic party. 

Free raw materials must go on the 
free list. And the shoddy mills that 
have sprung up under the evil shadow 
of the McKinley bill must have a period 
putto their swindling activity by the 
admission of honest and cheap clothing 
from abroad. When our pampered 
manufacturers learn to feel that they 
are not subjected to intolerable and pa- 
thetic hardship by being required to 
produce honest goods at honest prices 
they will have no trouble in holding the 
home market and doing better than 
now, staggering, as they are, in a polit- 
ical procession charged with McKinley 
stimulants. 


The Examiner proposes, however, to 
adopt one feature of the bi-chloride of 
gold treatment in curing the manufac- 
turers of the United States of their 
long-continued protective-tariff de- 
bauch—that is to taper them off grad- 
ually. This is undoubtedly judicious, 
and it is judicious also to:calculate that 
some of the systems have been so pros- 
trated that they will not. stand even 
this gentle strain. To quote again: 

That a disturbance of industrial and 
commercial conditions will attend the 
thorough-going reform of the tariff is 
inevitable, but the people were aware 
of that when they voted for the reform. 
The ultimate results of the disturbance, 
however, will be all/salutary. No man- 
ufacturer who has brains and energy 
need goto the wall under a revenue 
tariff, and the places of the incapables 
who do go down will be gladlv taken by 
American men with ‘American self-re- 
liance, who cannot see why they should 
not be able to keep their end up against 
any competitoss anywhere in the world, 
without the help of Government boun- 
ties. 

But, admirable as our contemporary’s 
position is ih its self-reliance, there is 
an apparent disposition to hedge in one 
direction, which, we think, is unjusti- 
fiable: 

. There shouid be no tenderness what- 
ever shown forthe class of men who 
have been enriched by the McKinley 
scheme of robbery. If there shal! be 
hesitation about a too swift removal of 
duties the solicitude must be on account 
of the workmen engaged in the pro- 
tected industries, not at all on account 
of the employers. 

Inasmuch as the Democrats have 
stoutly maintained that the workmen 
have received no benefit whatever 
from the ‘robber tariff,"’ we see no 
reason why the dominant party should 
be cafled upon to consider the matter 
at all in this connection. Ifthe labor- 
ers have received no benefit from 
the policy of protection, surely they 
will receive no harm from its abroga- 
tion. Let them take their medicine 
with the rest. They are the men who 


largely went over to the Democratic 


> 


side and deliberately knifed the Repub- 
lican party and the protective policy. 
Now let them have what they call 
for. Asa matter of fact, they will 
have to take itif anybody does. The 
Democratic party, with all its boldness 
and all its finesse and all its burning 
desire to sober up the intoxicated in- 
dustries of the United States, cannot 
discriminate between employer and em- 
ployé. What is sauce for the goose will 
be sauce for the gander, and all the 
little goslings as well. 

The incapables among American man- 
ufacturers who cannot pay their hands 
from 50 to 100 percent. more wages 
than foreign operatives receive and 
stillsell goods in an open market in 
competition with foreign manufacturers, 
will have to shut up shop; and it is 
right that he should. In doing 
this the incapable manufacturer may 
be obliged to throw scores or hundreds 
of working people out of employment. 
These workmen, in waiting for a_ thor- 
oughly American manufacturer to come 
along with brains and money enough to 
accomplish the difficult feat, will experi- 


ence something of a hiatus, without pay.: 


Noamountof striking or boycotting or 
rioting, which their union may precipi- 
tate, willhelp the matter a particle. 
They cannot compel their former em- 
ployerto start up business again unless 
he chooses,to, and they canhot induce the 
new man to begin until he gets a good 
ready. Asa matter of fact, the new 
man will not invest until he sees a 
chance to make money, and he will not 
see that chance until the prices of 
American labor are something near the 
prices of foreign labor. Facing this 
condition of affairs—the market 
crowded with idle workmen — times 
hard and getting harder—with some 
capitalists bankrupt and others in an 
independent position as regards invest- 
ments—let the labor unions then formu- 
late their scales of prices and attempt to 
enforce them, and see how much good 
it willdo! At such a time the unions 


themselves would be pretty close to 


bankruptcy; they could not assess their 
members, nor could they call in large 
sympathy funds from prosperous organ- 
izations elSewhere in the country. 
Even the walking delegate and the dis- 
trict organizer might be without pay, 
and, in fact, traveling on their up- 
pers. How mouch would a strike or 
a boycott amount to then’? And 
right there is where the Demo- 
cratic policy of free trade would 
have the bulge on the labor organiza- 
tions. Organized labor could take its 
choice, either to come down on 
schedules or go without work. Amer- 
ican markets would be abundantly sup- 
plied with foreign goods, and the im- 
porters at least would be making some- 
thing. 

If anyone thinks this is a purely fan- 
ciful’ picture, conjured up to scare 
somebody, let him read American his- 
tory. Let him read of the great reac- 
tion of 1887-43. Let him study the 
collapses of 1847 and 1857. Let him 
read up on the free soup-houses and the 
bread riots in New York and other 
large cities. Under a system of mis- 
managed political economy, the nat- 
ural resources of a couutry, 
they may be great, do not avail to pre- 
vent want among the laboring classes. 
Here is what President Buchanan said 


in his message, dated December 8, 
1857: 


We bave possessed all the elements 


of material wealth in rich abundance, 
and yet, notwithstanding all these ad- 
vantages, our cauntry, in its monetary 
interests, is at the present momentin a 
deplorable condition. In the midst of 
unsurpassed plenty in all the produc- 
tions of agriculture, and in all the ele- 
ments of national wealth, we find our 
manufactures suspended, our public 
works retarded, our private enter- 
prises of different kinds abandoned, and 
thousands of useful laborers thrown out 
of employment and reduced to want. 


But there is some compensating good 


ineveryevil. If we are booked for an- 


other experience of this sort while the 
Democratic party is ‘‘sobering up’’ the 
industries of the country, we may feel 
reasonably certain that ‘organized 
labor’? will be shorn of some of its 
arrogant, dictatorial and un-American 
methods induced by long continued 
prosperity.

A DARK MYSTERY. 


Deliberate Snitide of an Un- 


known Man, 


Highly Sensational Statement Left 
Behind for Publication. 


Confessed to Have Been a Criminal 
from Boyhood, 


And to Have Been Merried to Thirteen 
Women—Every Pregeation to Con- 
ceal His ldentity—A Self-con- 
fessed Marderer. 

An unknown man committed suicide 
at the Albemarle lodging-house, No. 
81634 South Spring street, in room 29, 
yesterday morning, under highly sensa- 
tional circumstances. 

The man wasdiscovered in his room at 
10:80 o'clock by the chambermaid in a 
dying condition. The police were noti- 
fied at once, and the wunknown was 
removed to the receiving hospital, 
Police Surgeon Bryant. attended .him 
and did all in his power to save his life, 
but he had swallowed a large quantity 
of morphine some hours before, and in 
spite of medical aid he died at 12:25 
o'clock, and his body was removed to 
the morgue in Orr & Sutch’s, where an 
inquest will be held this morning. 

On a small table in his room were two 
letters, one to the landlady, in which he 
expresses his-regrets for taking his life 
in her house, but savs that it had to be 
be done some place. Hecloses by ask-

ing her to give his trunk and clothes to 
some poor man who is deserving. 
The second letter is to a San Francisco 


newspaper, in which he asks the paper 


to deliver his body to the best medical 


college in that city. . 


He incloses a brief history of his life, 
and states that he has so effectually 


concealed his identity that no one will 
ever be able to unravel the mystery. 


He asks that thesketch of his life be pub- 

lished inthe Les Amgeles papers and 

then sent to the San Francisco paper, 
The sketch reads as follows: 


A SENSATIONAL NARRATIVE, 


Los ANGELES (Cal.,) Nov. 19, 1892. 

To ail whom it may concern: Thié, my last 
act except to swallow poisonous drug, 
is to certify that this ends the career of 
one of the blackest criminals that has ever 
enjoyed life. < 

I'm 40 years old and a native born Amer- 
ican. Lhaveastring of assumed names 
almost as long as the morallaw, and have 
operated from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and from Canadato the Isthmus of, Pan- 
ama. I have croseet..and afecrossed the 
Atlantic several times, and'am familiar 
with all the leading cities .in England, 
France and Grmany. I speak seven differ- 
ent languages, all of whicn I have learned 
since I was 19 years old, except my native 
tongue, American. I'm of one of the larg. 
est and most prominent families in the 
United States. My .anpestora were among 
the first settlers ot Jamestown, and, so far 
as the family record shows, I'm the only 
traitor to the name, all the rest being good 


citizens, and have figured promiaently in” 


all the different avocations of life, from the 
highest to the lowest. 

To my certain knowledge’ I have never 
taken but one life. No, I'm notan assassin, 
for the one life which I did take was done 
in self-defense, and I was tried by twelve 
good and honorable citizens,’ who all said 
that they would have acted as I did under 
the same circumstances; but, nevertheless, 
my dark record begins at this point, when 
I was stili in my teens. 

My crime has been in altogether:a‘differ- 
ent way to that of the assassin or bighway- 
man, but I'm sureif the public could hear 
my .verdict pronounced by. thirteen good 
and noble women, it would say that I was 
much worse in my mode of action. During 
a period of about twenty-one years I have 
been married to thirteen different women, 
and in every case, extept the first, my sole 
object was money, not love or afféetion. I 
have three children by the first, and one by 
all the rest except three, One of the 
women to whom I've been married had 
$200,000 in her own right, three others 
had from $150,000 to §200,000 and 
none of the others was worth less 
than $10,000. My rule generally has been 
to stay with my wife until I got the 
money in my control, and then I was off for 
new tlelds to win another fair bride. I al- 
ways had plenty of.money aad went in the 
best of style, and only operated in and 
among the aristocracy of the country. Ino 
this way my vain and giddy victims were 
easily captivated, andit was often a case 
of “love at first sight.”’ 

All went well with me until about two 
years ago; then came my death stroke. It 
was not to be arrested and confined in a 
dungeon, or compelled to don the stripes of 
a convict and work at hard laborin a coal 
mine oronarock pile the balance of my 
life. lLlescaped all this, strange to say, for 
there have been some handsome rewards 
offered for me, and officers of the law and 
Mr. Pinkerton’s most true and tried follow- 
ers have been on my trail, bet-T outwitted 
them all, often passing them _yight on the 
main thoroughfares in some of the largest 
cities in this country and im Europe. 
Yes, I've done more. I have on several 
occasions wined and dined with these so- 
called watch dogs of the country. But as I 
said, my trouble came in am unexpected 
way; it was a loathsome disease, which, by 
the help of the most prominent physicians 
and all the natural remedies ever known 
or recommended that money.cogtd secure, 
has failed to relieve, and I know that it is 
only a question of time when ‘I shall have 
to succomb tothe inevitable---ence I do 
not care to live longer. 

In most all cases of suicide that*Z- have 
known or read of,” it is claimed the persons 
were insane, but I wish to say-to all ‘those 


1 who read or know of this case that I'm in 


my right mind and know as welh wittat I'm 
doing as lever didin my life, and if is no 
rash act done on the impulse of tBe* mo- 
ment, but, on the contrary, it has beén. duly 
considered in its every phase and bearing 
for the present and the future, - 

I've had some hesitancy about leaving a 
statement, but, for several reasoms, bave de- 
cided to do so. pe 

First—Those around me. of course, know 
nothing of my intentions, and are perfectly 
innocent of whatI'm about to do, and this 
Statement will relieve them from any sus- 
picion. 

Second--It may be a warning to»some 
good women, who are too often ready to re- 
ceive and entertain strange, menmof whom 
they know nothing more than.that they 
wear a silk hat, rush a big lotof diamonds 
and toy with a gold-headed cane. Beware 
of this class, and unless you know him well, 
it is a very dangerous experiment toaccept 
an invitation to go out and have a good 
time with such a man. 

Third—If these ‘‘would-be"’ . detectives 
and officer of the law will pay.more atten- 
tion-to the class of men whom § warn the 
women against, I can assurethem that they 
will succeed in their business better. 


I have often seen a poor, dirty and 


ragged tramp arrested ahd dragged to jail, 
whose only offense was ig be g aquarter 
or a dime to a much necded Meal, while 
perhaps a half dozen of the worst crimicals 
in the country, like myself, -~were lookers- 


on, butin the guise of gentlemen, whom ! 


Mr. Officer would scarcely dare to look at, 
much less attempt to arrest. 

In conclusion: After my death, I wish 
my body to be sent to San Francisco to ene 
of the best medical schools, to be disposed 
of dsitsees fit. In this way, it will be of 
some benefit to humanity, and I guess that 
said school will no doubt be glad to defray 
all expenses incurred with undertakers 
here, and transportation to San Francisco. 

To decide which is the best named school 
in the above named city, I desire to have 
the paper to name and settle this question. 
I also wish the to have this statement 
for publication, after the local papers here 
have taken a copy. 

There willbeno necessity of the authori- 
ties here holding an inquest although I guess 
there is no use in my asking them not to do 
so, but I think that this statement should 
be sufficient to satisfy all that I took my 
own life, and should go on the record in 
this way. 

None of my pany Exes seen or known 
anything of me for fifteen years, and I sin- 
cerely hope that they never will know my 
finalend. My dear old mother is still liv- 
ing, and no doubt she expects to 
see me again before she dies, but ‘I have 
burned the bridges behind,’’ and covered 
my tracks too closely for any of my family 
or relatives to know anything of ny where- 
abouts.

A STRANGER IN THE CITY. 

The dead man rented the room in 
Mrs. Lewis's house last Friday morning 
and paid $2 in advance, saying that he 
would hand her the balance as soon as 
his baggage arrived. He gave no name, 
but from his talk Mrs. Lewis believed 
him to be a traveling correspondent for 
one of the San Francisco papers. He 
spent most of histime in his room all 
day Saturday writing and destroying 
letters and other documents. 

No one paid any attention to him un- 
til between 10 and 11 o’clock Saturday 


night, when some of the roomers near |} 


his room heard loud breathing and in- 
formed the landlady that they believed 
he was sick. 

A couple of young men who roomed 
nextto him attempted to arouse him 
by knocking on his door, but failed, 
after which they opened the door be- 
tween his room and theirs, and found 
him in bed breathing hard. 

An empty whisky bottle was on his 
dresser, and, as the smell of liquor was 
strong in the room, they decided that 
he was drunk, and, after turning him 
on his side so that he might breathe 
easier, they left him and nothing more 
was thought of the matter, until the 
chambermaid went to his room twelve 
hours later, and from his manner of 
breathing she became frightened and 
gave the alarm. 

It is very evident that he had not 
taken the morphine when the young 
men visited his room the evening be- 
fore. It is believed that after recover- 
ing from the whisky he took the poison 
early yesterday morning. 

NOTHING TO IDENTIFY HIM. 

A Timzs reporter visited the room 
yesterday afternoon and made a com- 
plete search of the dead man’s effects, 
but failed to find anything that would 
positively identify him. 

Several note-books and a couple of 
shorthand books full of practice notes 
were found, but the dead man had 
been careful to erase his name from 
every book among his effects. 

In one book on the fiy-leaf, in his 
hand writing, was the following: 
“ 148 Madison street, Chicago."’ 
His pame had been scratched out with 
a pocket knife. 

In one of his pockets was founda slip 
of paper, on which waswritten: ‘‘Mrs.. 
Charles Nulle, southeast corner Twenty- 
first street and Broadway.’’, 

Five suits of clothes were found in his 
closet; all are tailor-made and of good 
material. Theclothes were made in 
Chicago, Denver, Colo., and Dailas, 
Tex. Anew pair of shoes from Webb 
Bros., Dallas, Tex., were found in his 
room. 

A little book entitled ‘‘A Tale of the 
World’s Fair’’ was foundin his trunk, 
and comes nearer identifving him than 
anything found in the room. 

The fiy-leaf was torn out, but he over- 
looked some very dim writing on one of 
the pages, which reads as follows: 

“EK. P.”’ or “E C. Blockshear, Pilot 
office, Bryan, Tex.’’ 

The Pilot is edited by R. M. Smith, 
who was telegraphed by Tae Tres for 
information regarding the man. The 
writing in the little book is in the same 
hand as the dead man’s letters, and it 
is possible that his name is Blackshear. 

TO CREATE A SENSATION. 

The police take but little stock in the 
dead man’s statement, and think it was 
done either for the purpose of creating 
a sensation or to throw a mystery 
around his death for the benefit of some 
one. 

One would never take him for a 
ladies’ man from his appearance. His 
features are not good by any manner of 
means, and he could not be styled fine 
looking. He has a hard, brutal face 
considerably marked by smailpox. 

He is 5 feet 7 inches in height, and 
will weigh between 190 and 200 
pounds. He is ‘smooth-faced, with 
bluish-gray eyes and light brown hair. 
His hands show that ‘he has never 
worked. 

He left no money or jewelry in his 
room, and it is believed that he was 
flat broke when he took the deadly dose. 

An inquest will be held this morning. 


ANOTHER SUICIDE. 


A Jealous Wife Takes an Overdose of 
Morphine. 

Mrs. S. White of No, 518 Regent 
street died last night between. 8 and 9 
o’clock from the effects of an overdose 
of morphine taken early yesterday 
morning with suicidal intent. Mrs. 
White’s husband, who is the foreman 
at the Cottage bakery, left home Satur- 


‘day evening, telling his wife that he 


Was going to the meeting of the Bakers’ 
Union. Mrs. White, who was very 
jealous of her husband, went to the 
place where the meetings had for- 
merly been held, but the place had been 
changed, and, finding everything dark, 
she concluded that her husband was de- 
ceiving her, as she saw him on athe 
streets with a friend, and merely told 
her the story about the meeting to de- 
ceive her. .She accordingly returned 
to her home, and, as Mr. White did not 
get in as early as she thought he should, 
she became despondent and took an 
overdose of thedeadly drug. When she 
was discovered everything was done to 
revive her, but without avail. 

So far as known, Mr. White has never 
given his wife any cause for jealousy. 
He is a man who stands well among his 
associates, and while he is of a sociable 
disposition, has never been guilty of 
any indiscretion. He is greatly broken 
up over the sad affair.

AT THE CHURCHES. 


Mrs. Kate Tupper Galpin on 


Sunday-school Work. 


An Admirable Pilea for the Intelli- 


gent Teaching of Bible Truths. 


Rev. Mr. Smither Discusses the Evo- 
lution of Christ. 


An Interesting and Instructive Sermon by 
Rev. Burt Estes Howard at the 
First Presbyterian Charch— 
Asbury E. Church. 


Mrs. Kate Tupper Galpin in her paper 
on Sunday-school work read before the 
Woman’s Parliament last week, made 
an admirable plea for the intelligent 
teaching of Bible truths. ‘‘Hardly a 
chapter of standard literature,’’ she 
said, ‘‘but contains some biblical allu- 
sion and cannot be read intelligently 
without biblical knowledge, whether 
the chapter be on finance, politics, sci- 
ence orart. Eventhe articles of our 
local newspapers loose much of their 
force through the gross ignorance of 
their readers in regard to the Bible, 
and aside from this some of us are old- 
fashion enough to believe that Bible 
study profiteth the soul.”’ 


In outlining methods of teaching Mrs. 
Galpin made a good point when she 
said: ‘‘Teachaffirmatively. Avoid fill- 
ing the child’s ‘mind with doubt and 
unrest. Dwell on what you believe, not 
on what you deny.’’ She referred to 
the primary class taught by Mrs. J. F. 
Cressey in the First Baptist Sunday- 
school asa model, Four rituals, made 
up of quotations from the Bible on 
duty, worship, children and conduct, 
are learned; anumber of psalms, por- 
tions of the Sermon. on the Mount and 
other selections; the names of the 
books of the Bible and how to find 
verses in the Bible—all this is learned 
before the child is 10 yearsold. It is 
then examined, graduated, and passes 
into the higher class. In speaking of 
the music of the Sunday-school, Mrs. 
Galpin said: ‘I cannot leave this topic 
without my protest against the char- 
acter of the hymnody of the modern 
Sunday-schooL Catchy airs, as irrever- 
ent as minstrel jingles breaks the 
sacred stillness of the Sabbath morning. 
The words are so little in harmony 
with the so-called music as to be 
absolutely profane. How revolting, 
how monstrous, to sing of Jesus’ death 
toa jigtune. Gethsemane is portrayed 
in waltz time, and blood flows to the 
smooth six-eight or in the forceful 
march time as happens to suit the dis- 
cordant fancy of tbe writer. It is hor- 
ritle! When shall we leave this hym- 
nal gore on which abnormal modern 
hymnists dwell?”’ 

In describing the mechanism of the 
ideal Sunday-school Mrs. Galpin recom- 
mended: ‘'First, a paid superintendent 
and teachers, of whom careful prepara- 
tion can be exacted. We build expens- 
ive churches and furnish them elegantly 
and aesthetically for our own comfort 
and delight; we pay liberally talented 
speakers who shall instruct and inspire 
us; we hire sweet-voiced singers and 
fine organists to entertain and uplift.us 
on the wings of music, and mean- 
while we economize on our chil- 
dren. We tuck them into some cornet, 
or basement of the church and we leave 
them to volunteer teachersyand super- 


intendents. Let us make it pos- 
sible for men and women to 
afford to expend thought = and 


effort of this vital work and then insist 
upon its being well done. The modern 
Sunday-school should contain classes 
corresponding as nearly as possible to 
the grades of the public schools. These 
classes will pursue a graded course of 
study and will graduate from the school 
on the completion of the work. An 
adult and post-graduate class and a 
normal class from which the teaching 
force shall be recruited, and ‘by whom 
the substitute work shall be jione, will 
complete the organization.’’ 
FIRST PFESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 

Rev. Burt Estes Howard, the bright 
young pastor of the above-named 
church, preached a wonderfully sweet 
and soulful sermon at the morning serv- 
ice yesterday, on the ‘‘Relation of the 
Church of Christ to the Master and to 
Mankind,”’ from the text iu Acts i. 8. 
The sermon was characteristic of the 
marvelous strength and beautv with 
which the reverend gentleman clothes 
all his efforts. It abounded in earnest 
appeal for a broader and more general 
spiritual uplifting on the part of the 
church and the membership, and it 


glistened with epigrams of rare fer- 


vency andtenderness. Generations ago 
men imbued with religious tempera-

Thesé aggregations of religious hermits 
in their lonely cells scught a selfish 
blessing, a blessing to be buried’in their 
own narrow experiences. The spiritual

samples of it. 

Rev. Howard closed with an exceed- 
ingly earnest appealto his hearers to 
bear into every phase of their lives, 
when taking up/its ceaseless routine of 
business and of study, to prove to men 
the power of Christ to keep His follow- 
ers from meanness and sin by His keep- 
ing them. ‘‘Be sweet and tender and 
strong, and loving and holy, always,’’ 
was his closing admonition:

The accident occurred at 10:05 
o’clock in the forenoon.

Both the west-bound passenger trains 
were late and were running as two sec- 
tions of the same train, about eight 
minutes apart. The first section, in 
crossing a bridge over Truxton Cafion, 
200 feet long and 50 feet high, 
The en- 
gine and mail car passed safely over. 
The first two coaches were derailed, 
but got over the bridge and went into 
the ditch on the other side. The rear 
Pullmang however, were not so fortun- 
ate, but went through the bridge to the 
bed of the dry stream below and stood 
on their ends forming a V. 

Conductor T. J. Hesser and News 
Agent F. L. Parks succeeded in extri- 
cating themselves from the wreck in 
time to flag the rear section, thus avert- 
ing another and a greater catastrophe. 

The injured passengers were taken 
back to Peach Springs and were trans- 
ferred past the wreck. The company 
compromised all damage suits with the 
injured passengers.

To C. P. Huntington, president of the 
Southern Pacific Company of Kentucky— 
Deak Sir: It seems to me that we have 
slipped down between the devil and the 
deep sea. Iam unable to put behind 
methe fear that we have, to use a 
slangy but forci®le expression, bitten 
off more than we can chew. How does 
it strike you? It cannot be denied that 
the declination of the Governor and 
Mrs. Stanford to attend your last wed- 
ding was, under the circumstances, 
raspingly exasperating, but has not the 
revenge you have taken for their action 
or non action on that bitter-sweet occa- 
sion cost more than itis worth? Don't 

outhink you have given our stock- 

olders sufficient cause for doing 
some vigorous kicking? Nor. did 
your given out reason that you quar- 
reled with Stanford because he 
defeated Sargent’s election to the 
United States Senate fool anybody. 
The old negro preacher said to his con- 
gregation that those gentlemen who 
were inthe habit of dropping buttons 
into the contribution hat would please 
refrain from pounding down the eyes, 
as it did not deceive the Lord and de- 
stroyed the value of the button. You 
know I always maintained that your al- 
leged cause of quarrel was so transpar- 
ent that the most imperfect vision could 
readily see the .real cause behind it. 
The expression of the people of this 
State at the ballot-boxglast Tuesday is 
a rather emphatic de§anciation of our 
method of running the different depart- 
ments of the commonwealth govern- 
ment, and I am very much afraid it 
means trouble for us in the near future. 

When you, with a brutality unbecom- 
ing a gentleman, pushed Gov. Stanford 
from the Presidential chair, there was 
very little-friction between the South- 
ern Pacific Company and the people.

One 
of the first acts of Congress, after the 
4th of next March, will be to declare

Place the Blame for an Incomplete 
Sewer System Where it Belongs. 


A Lively Scrapping Match, Wherein Mike 
Was Worsted—New Arrivals-- Points 
About People and Things— 
Brevities. 


An esteemedj but not widely-circulated 
contemporary proceeds to register a kick 
about the sewer system, which is ill-advised 
at atime when, after years of waiting and 
an endless and expensive amount of litiga- 
tion, a perfect right-of-way has been ob- 
tained to the sewer farm and through con- 
nection established thereto. 

At the outset of the article referred to, it 
is stated that the general supposition is 
“that the sewerage system of Pasadena is 
in a perfect condition for receiving sewer- 
age."’ Now, the general supposition isn't 
anything of the kind. Anybody who knows 
anything about the matter knows that the 
sewer system is anything but complete. 
In fact, it is very incomplete; but who is to 
blame’ 

Six years later than the date mentioned 
by the Herald reporter, a large sum of 
money was voted in bonds to apply to the 
construction of a sewer system and the 
purchase of a sewer farm. Work was in- 
augurated, and after a large proportion of 
the money had been spent, not wisely but 
too freely; the taxpayers awakened to the 
fact that all they had to show 
for it was an incomplete § system, 
confined, largely, to the business center of 
town, and asewer farm three miles away. 
‘More than this, the city had anything but 
aclean title to the farm, tosay nothing 
about a wholly incomplete right-of-way to 
reach the same. No provisions had been 
made for draining the west side of town, for 
the reason principally that the Councilmen 
then in power lived on the east side, and, 
notwithstanding this fact, the eastside was 
but little better taken care of. 

This was the condition of affairs when

All of this has been ac- 
complished with the money that was left 
this Council to operate with. |

~NEW BUILDINGS. 


The Past Week a Quiet One 
‘ Among Contractors. 


Moving Residences to Make Place 
for Business Blocks. 


Pushing Work to Get Under Cover 


ABSOLUTELY PURE 


Before the Raifs. 


— 


A Contractor's Views on the Recent Cut 
in Lumber—The rice is Still Too 
Steep—Building Permits and 
Contracts, 


The past week hds been a quiet one 
among the builders, nearly all the work 
done along that line being to remove a 
number of residences about the center 
of the city to more remote locations to 
make place for business blocks and 
other improvements yet to come. The 
contractors, who are now engaged on 
the large buildings in egnrse of con- 
struction about town, are rushing work 
along with all possible speed in order to 
gain an enclosure before the heavy 
rains begin to fall,and others are pre- 
paring to begin upon waiting jobs 
which are being held over until the suc- 
ceeding season. 

The talk ‘of building a large 
Santa Monica hotel and another for 
a winter family hostelry in this city ap- 
pears to be rumor only, without 
absolute foundation in fact, although it 
is generally conceded that both are to 
come, undoubtedly as a matter of 
course, founded upon former experi- 
ence of thrift and present indications of 
the progress to be enjoyed. 

THE PRICE OF LUMBER. 

Talking with a well-known contractor 
the other day, a Times reporter chanced 
to allude to the slight lowering of the 
price of lumber, which went into effect 
some two months ago, and inquired 
whether the reduction cut any figure of 
importance to the contractors gener- 
ally. 

“‘No,’’ was the reply, ‘‘the price of 
lumber is yet too high and the trifling 
cut from the old rate will make no differ- 


ence to the builder worthy of considera- 
tion. Of course, as contractors, the 
actual price at which lumber is sold 
would not affect our business partic- 
ularly anyway, only in such a propor- 
tion as there will be an increase in the 


amounrtof building by the ruling of a 
bottom price. 

“Altogether, however, you will find 
that when aman with means wishes to 
goto work on improvements in. the 
building line, he will not hesitate ata 
few dollars difference more or less in 
the cost of his material. The increase 
which would follow a lowering of the 
price would be in a small way only, and 
among the cottage builders, with lim- 
ited funas, who can afford to expend but 
a few hundred on his dwelling. 

“As I said before, however, the price 
of lumber is stilltoo high. The rates 
are controlled by the Lumber Dealers’ 
Association in this city, and the  pro- 
ducers claim that should the rates be 
still further lowered it would bea loos- 
ing game withthem. But we continue 
to notice that failures among’ the lum- 
ber firms are very few indeed. Neariy 
all the larger companies»control their 
own schooners and mills up in the forest 
country, and with their combined work- 
ings can reaily fix their own rates.”’ 

BUILDING NOTES. 

The ponderous and massive pontoons 
of cement foundations for the Stimson 
Block are now nearly all laid, and the 
spring water is still percolating through 
the soil about their base, requiring a 
force pump constantly at work to keep 
down the flow. 

Allen Flats is the name ofa new 
large, three-story brick block, just com- 
pleted by W. H. Allen on the corner of 
Seventh and Spring streets. The lower 
floor is fitted upin tive store compart- 
ments with iron fronts, while the upper 
stories are arranged in the modern 
apartment fiat style. 

Chinatown has an additionin the way 
of a one-story brick on North Los An- 
geles street, which adds tothe long line 
of heathen dwelling places, and is some- 
what less unsigbtly than the old rook- 
eries Which it replaces. 

The lot adjoining the Breed Block, on 
South Main street, has been cleared 
away to make space for a brick struct- 
ure of three stories, soon to be built. 


Work on the Bradbury building is 
rushing along at a rapid rate, the walls | 
being already nearly up tothe second | 
story floor.

RALLROAD AFFAIRS. 


How the Southern Pacifie Will Meet 
Competition. 


Electric Railway Racing in Arizona—Los 
Angeles Enterprise Has the Lead— 
General and Local 
Notes. 


Regarding the policy his road would 
pursue if a demoralization of rates re- 
sults from. the dissolution of the 
Transcontinental Association, General 
Freight Agent Smurr, of the Southern 
Pacific, is quoted as saying: 
Southern Pacific Compaty will main- 
tain the established rates untilthe ex- 
piration of the required time of notice. 
Further than that it has announced no 
policy. Ido not think-that the Great 


Northern will make much of a bid -for’ 


San Francisco business, though it could, 
of course, put ona line of steamers be- 
tween Seattle and this city. When it 
withdrew, its main rivals, the Northern 
Pacific and the Union Pacific, had to 
cut loose for self-protection. The 
Southern Pacific had to putitself on 
even ground by cufting loose from the 
agreement, too. This, and notthe de- 
sire to reduce rates to meet the compe- 
tition of the clipper ships, was the 
cause of the Southern Pacific’s with- 
drawal. The failure of the Pacific 
Mail to renew its contract with the 
Panama Railroad Company is~another 
disturbing element. ‘there may be a 
competing steamer line established and 
there may be competition by that route 
to meet.”’ 
SCRAP HEAP. 

There is another railroad magnate 
named C. P. Huntington, and he lives 
in New York. His front name is 
Charles, which is usually written out to 
distinguish him from Collis, of the 
Southern Pacific and so forth. 

Down in Phonix, Ariz., there seems 
to be a race to first occupy certain 
fields for electric railroads. Gen Sher- 
man, who is president of the Los Ange- 
les electric railway system, seems to be 
ahead in the Phenix fight, for he al- 
ready has materials on the ground for 
building his road between Phoenix and 
Tempe and on all the present horse car 
lines inthe former city.
